Buyers’ details cannot be changed once the 
invoice is printed at the end of the sale. 

(d) Commission Bids 

If a prospective buyer gives us instructions 
to bid on his behalf, by using the form 
printed after the catalogue entries, we shall 
use reasonable efforts to do so, provided 
these instructions are received not later 
than 24 hours before the sale. If we receive 
commission bids on a particular Lot for 
identical amounts, and at auction these 
bids are the highest bids for the Lot, it will 
be sold to the person whose bid was 
received first. Commission bids are 
undertaken subject to other commitments 
at the time of the sale, and the conduct of 
the sale may be such that we are unable to 
bid as requested. Since this is undertaken 
as a free service to prospective buyers on 
the terms stated, we cannot accept liability 
for failure to make a commission bid. 
Prospective buyers should therefore 
always attend personally if they wish to be 
certain of bidding. 

(e) Telephone Bids 

If prospective buyers for a Lot expected 
by us to realise at least £2,000 make 
arrangements with us not less than two 
clear days before the sale, we shall use 
reasonable efforts to contact the bidders 
to enable them to participate in bidding by 
telephone, but in no circumstances will we 
be liable to either the Seller or any 
prospective Buyer as a result of failure to 
do so. We may vary the amount referred to 


above at our sole discretion. 
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(f) Currency Converter 

At some auctions, a currency converter 
will be operated, based on the one month 
forward rates of exchange quoted to us by 
Lloyds TSB Bank ple at opening on the date 
of the auction. Bidding will however take 
place in sterling. The currency converter is 
not always reliable, and errors may occur 
beyond our control either in the accuracy 
of the Lot number displayed on the 
converter, or the foreign currency 
equivalent of sterling bids.

(g) Video images

(h) The auctioneer's discretion

(i) Successful bid

Bank transfers clear as soon as our bank 
receives funds. Please allow 4/5 days for 
bank transfers from overseas banks to 
arrive with Lloyds Bank, City Office. 
Payments by VISA and ACCESS/ 
MASTERCARD will be subject to a 
surcharge of 1.5% of the total amount 
payable. There is no surcharge for UK debit 
card payments. Non UK debit cards are 
subject to the 1.5% surcharge. 

Purchases can only be released when 
payments have cleared. 

Sterling cheques drawn on UK banks and 
supported by a cheque card valid for the 
amount due can be cleared immediately. 
All other sterling cheques drawn on UK 
banks will generally clear on the fifth 
working day after receipt. 

Eurocheques for sums under £200, 
supported by a valid Eurocheque card, 
can be cleared immediately.

(d) Collection of Purchases

— where several amounts are owed by the 
Buyer to us or any other subsidiary of 
Christies International ple in respect of 
different transactions, to apply any amount 
paid to discharge any amount owed in 
respect of any particular transaction, 
whether or not the Buyer so directs; 

— to reject at any future auction any bids 
made by the Buyer or on his behalf or 
obtain a deposit from the Buyer before 
accepting any bids. 

If the Buyer fails to make payment within 
fourteen days, we shall in addition 

be entitled: 

— to issue proceedings on behalf of the 
Seller against the Buyer to recover the full 
amount due, together with the costs of 
such proceedings on a full indemnity basis 
and with interest, charged at 4% per 
annum above Lloyds TSB Bank plc 

Base Rate; 

— to cancel the sale of the Lot or any 
other item sold to the Buyer at the same or 
any other auction; 

— to arrange a resale of the Lot, publicly

17. REFUND IN THE CASE OF FORGERY 


A sale will be cancelled, and the amount 
paid refunded to the Buyer if a Lot sold by 
us proves to have been a Forgery. 

We shall not however be obliged to refund 
any amounts if either (a) the catalogue 
description at the auction date 
corresponded to the generally accepted 
opinion of scholars or experts at that time,

(b) it can only be established on removal 
of the lapping that the bow is a Forgery or 
a composite piece.

We shall be entitled to rely on any 
scientific or other process to establish 
that the Lot is not a Forgery, whether or 
not such process was used or in use at the 
date of the auction.
